decide before going to jail whether 
he is willing to have the sentence 
changed to a year and a day in 
a penitentiary, probably nearer 
home. 

Fall stands convicted of accept- 
ing a bribe of $100,000 from Ed- 
ward L. Doheny, wealthy oil man, 
in the leasing of the Elk Hills nava] 
oil reserve to one of Doheny’s com- 
panies when Fail was a member of 
the Harding Cabinet. 

Justice Bailey said he wanted to 
dispose of the case Monday.

By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch, 
DENVER, Colo., July 11.—The 


State of Colorado yesterday re- 
fused a request by Circuit Attorney 
Franklin Miller of St. Louis to re- 
lease Henry Bostelman and Ed- 
ward (Cocky) Leonaril, St, Louis 
gangsters, from a Denver burglary 


charge, so they could be taken to 
St. Louis and prosecuted for the 
million-dollar Grand National 
Bank robbery. 


Cummings of Denver made it plain 
to Assistant Circuit Attorney Jo- 
seph A. Lennon, here from St. 
Louis, that Denver was “out for 
blood” in the case. He said that 
Bostelman, Leonard and their lit- 
tle pickpocket pal, Abie Levin, 
also of St. Louis, must go to trial 
here Monday. 

The three former members of 
the notorious Cass avenue gang in 
St. Louis, are charged with burg- 
lary growing out of a holdup a 
May 10 of the Golden - agl 
goods store, during which they ay- 
namited a safe and shot an em- 
ploye. There are three 
the indictment—burglary without 
force, burglary with force and 
burglary with an explosive. Con- 
viction on the first two counts car- 
ries a maximum penalty of 10 
years in the penitentiary, and con- 
viction on the last, 25 to 40 years. 
It is on the last count that Color- 
ado hopes to deal with the men. 
Lennon and Cummings Confer. 
Lennon, in a two-hour confer- 
.nce with Cummings, urged thar 
St. Louis get a chance ,at Bos- 
telman, who has been indicted for 
the Grand National robbery, in the 
interest of clearing up the bank 
robbery and bringing to justice the 
men thought to have been involved 
in handling the loot. Cummings 
was struck with the importance to 
St. Louis of this move, but he was 
insistent that the aroused.indigna- 
tion of Denver should not be de- 
nied and that Bostelman, TJ.eonard 
and Levin must pay in Colorado 
for the Denver crime. T.ennon is 
to see Cummings for another dis- 
cussion. 

Cummings, who will prosecute 
the case in the absence from Den- 
ver of the District Attorney, will 
urge trial on that count of the in- 
dictment dealing with explosives 
and carrying the long-time sen- 
tence. 

Judge Fixes the Penalty. 

All that a jury has to do in Colo- 
rado, on hearing the evidence, is 1o 
return a verdict of guilty or not 
guilty. The Judge fixes the rcen- 
tence and always takes into consid- 
eration the criminal record of a 
man determining the degree oi 
punishment. In this case, Bostel- 
man, Leonard and Levin have lit- 
tle to hope for. The Court has 
their records. They are ex-convicts, 
and news dispatches from other 
cities have dealt at length with 
their crimes. 

A verdict of not guilty is out of 
the question, in the opinion of Cum- 
mings. The District Attorney has 
been approached with a proffer of 
a plea of guilty in return for a sen- 
tence not to exceed 10 years, but 
this was rejeéted. 

St. Louis friends of Bostelman, 
Leonard and Levin have spread 
propaganda here that they are not 
dangerous men, not killers. In 
support of this they point out thut 
Leonard had eight one-ounce 
bottles of nitroglycerine in his poc- 
kets when surrounded by police in 
the basement of the store and could 
have wiped out all the policemen 
by tossing this powerful explo- 
sive around. Instead, Leonard laid 
the explosive on a bundle of blan- 
kets a moment before he was 
seized. He did not fire a shot, al- 
though all the police were shoot- 
ing.

TO GERMANY 


Reichsbank President Has 
No Hope of Obtaining It 
in Light of Political Con- 
ditions French Seek to 


Impose. 


HOLDS CONFERENCE 
‘WITH CHANCELLOR 


Cabinet Is Then Called to 
Consider Making Exports 
State Monopoly and De- 
parting From Gold 
Standard. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERLIN, July 11.—Hans Luther, 


president of the Reichsbank, re- 
turned by plane from Paris today 
without having obtained French fi- 
nancial assistance and with no hope 
of obtaining it under conditions ac- 
ceptable to the German Govern- 
ment. He had sought aid in ex- 
tending credit to the Reichsbank. 

The bank head went into econfer- 
ence with Chancellor Bruening im- 
mediately after his arrival at Tem- 
pelhof Airdrome and thereafter the 


Cabinet was called intc session to 
consider the drastic measures of 
departing from the gold standard 
and putting all German exports un- 
der Government monopoly. 

These developments came on the 
heels of the news that the Reichs- 
bank run on foreign currencies to- 
| day reached the 1:cord breaking 
total of 100,000,000 marks (about 
$25,000,000) during the brief Sat- 
urday banking hours. 

Political Conditions Resented. 

Rather than submit to French 
political demands in connection 
' with the $400,000,000 loan which 
Luther sought, Chancellor Bruen- 
ing and President von Hindenburg 
would resign, the Associated Press 
is reliably informed. 

French Demands, 

The French conditions to a loan 
which Dr. Luther is reported to 
have laid. before the Cabinet, are: 

Suspension of the prugram 
for building vest pocket battle 
cruisers 

Abandonment of the proposed 
Austro-German customs union. 

Further credit restrictions in 
Germany, 

Inauguration of measures to 
prevent the flight of capital. 

Creation of a ‘‘Locarno of the 
East,” or in other words, forma I 
relinquishment for all time of 
any hope of regaining Danzig 
and the Danzig corridor. 

The reason why the Cabinet feels 
Obliged to consider so sensational 
a step as putting the German cur- 
rency and exports on what might 
be termed a Soviet basi., is that 
the Reichsbank’'s gold reserve is so 
low now as to cause a fear that 
Monday's demand for foreign cur- 
reney would sweep the few re- 
maining gold millions out of the 
bank’s reserve in a few hours, 

Gold Pouring Out in Torrent, 

On Tuesday the Reichsbanks 
gold coverage for currency still 
amounted to 1,421,000,000 marks, 
ot which 600,000,000 was borrowed 
money — the gold discount credit 
and the rediscount credit from 
abroad. 

On Wednesday the demand for 
foreign currencies was 35,000,000, 
on Thursday 60,000,000 and on Fri- 
day another 50,000,000 marks, To-~ 
day’s run figuratively knocked the 
bottom out of the bank’s money 
barrel. 

Although official figures proba- 
bly will not be available until next 
week, it is estimated that the 
tank’s actual gold coverage is now 
less than 600,000,000 marks, or ap- 
proximately 1,200,000,000, includ- 
ing the gold discount and redis- 
count credits. 

Naturally it is extremely undesir- 
able that the bank next week 
should find its currency backed e- 
tirely by borrowed money. 

The alternative of accepting the 
conditions which France has im- 
posed on its participation in a cred- 
it also is not to be considered, ‘t 
was assérted in official quarters, 
because those conditions could not 
be accepted without precipitating 
the fall.of the Bruening Govern-

HE text of President Hoov- 
T er’s statement calling on “a 

limited number of specuia- 
tors” to stop short selling in the 
wheat market follows: 

“It has come to my knowl- 
edge that certain persons are 
selling short in our commodity 
markets, particularly in wheat. 
These transactions have been 
continuous over the past month. 

“I do not refer to the ordi- 
nary hedging transactions, 
which are a sound part of our 
marketing system. I do not re. 
fer to the legitimate grain trade.

Dr. Duval agreed with the Presi- 
dent that short sales have merit 
in normal times, but under present 
stress conditions tend to weaken 
the entire market structure. 

The speculators’ activities, he 
said, have been going on for many 
months and were undoubtedly “a 
big factor” in e steadily declining 
trend of prices. 

The Grain Futures Administra- 
tion, after the bull market of 19265, 
urged an amendment to t@le present 
law to restrict the amount of trad- 
ing in any one day to 2,000,000 
bushels and the long or short po- 
sition of any operator to a like 
amount. A bill to make this change 
was before the last Congress, but 
failed to receive action. It prob- 
ably will be pressed again next 
winter. 

Dr. Duvel said short sellers have 
been helpful at times, such as in 
the 1925 rising market when they 
tended to prevent a top heavy 
market and averted a disastrous 
precipitate: decline. 

The Grain Futures Administra- 
tion is not empowered by law to 
expose the names of short traders, 
although it may examine the books 
of those trading in amounts of 
more than 600,000 bushels. Duvel 
doubted, however, whether publi- 
cation of their names would halt 
their activities.

States was fixed at $24,078,000,000 
as of Dec. 31, 1930, by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission today 
in a report made public’ for use 
in rate hearings. 
The valuations, which include 
working capital for the various dis- 
tricts as adjusted by commission 
engineers and accountants, follow: 
Eastern districts, $10,370,000,000; 
southern district, $4,158,000,000; 
Western district, $9,650,000,000. 
The tentative valuations of the 
commission adjusted to Dec. 31 
without working capital were: 
Eastern district, $9,318,000,000; 
Southern district, $3,768,000,000, 
and Western district, $8,615,000,- 
000, a total of $21,691,000,000. 
Net Book Valuations. 
The net book value of the roads 
without the adjustments made in 
tentative valuations and the work- 
ing capital was placed at $23,518,- 
000,000. 

The Eastern district lines get 
$9,565,000,000 as the net book 
valuation, the Southern district $3,- 
955,000,000 and the Western dis- 
trict $9,998,000,000. 

In 1920 at the time the railroads 
were making an appeal for in- 
creased rates the ccmmissoin fixed 
the following figures of value for 
the roads: 

Eastern district, $8,800,000,000; 
Southern group, $2,000,000,000, and 
Western roads, $8,100,000,000, a to- 
tal of $18,900,000,000. 

The railroads at that time con- 
tended for a valuation of $9,038,- 
194,615 for Eastern roads, $2,183,- 
923,124 for the Southern group ana 
$8,818,454,872 for the Western 
lines, a total of $20,040,572,611. 
In 1929 the commission’s ac- 
countant’s estimated the value of 
the roads plus working capital and 
with adjustments at $23,701,000,- 
000, the tentative valuations adjust- 
ed to Dec. 31 without working cap- 
ital at $21,172,000,000, and book 
values without working capital at 
$23,048,000,000. 

Values With Working Capital. 
The values by districts with 
working capital at the end of 1929 
were fixed for the Eastern district 
at $10,145,000,000, Southern district 
at $4,128,000,000 and Western dis- 
trict $9,428,000,000. 

Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion tentative valuations without 
working capital adjusted to Dec. 
31, 1929, by districts were: Eastern 
district, $9,032,000,000; Southern 
district, $3,702,000,000, and West- 
ern district, $8,438,000,000. 

The net book value Dec. 31, 1929, 
without working capital, was East- 
ern District $9,305,000,000, South- 
ern District $3,892,000,000 and 
Western District $9,851,000,000. 
The net railway capital of all 
steam railways in the country ex- 
cluding securities of switching and 
terminal companies in 1929 was

Foreign Money in Demand. 
The tension with which Germany 
has awaited the outcome of the 
credit-seeKing race against time of 
Luther, took on the semblance of 
hysteria in some parts of the coun- 
try. People with small savings are 
buying American dollars, the fami- 


lies and wealth of many of the 
well-to-do are heading toward 
Switzerland. 


Many of the German buyers of 
foreign currency are collecting dol- 
lars, pounds or francs because they 
are worried about the possibile ac- 
tions of Adolf Hitler and Alfred 
Hugenberg, leaders of the opposi- 
tion parties. Others have apparent- 
ly resigned to the despairing belief 
that a financial and industrial crash 
wil. come before preventive meas- 
ures can be agreed upon. 

Either way, their purchases of 
foreign currency are helping to 
stimulate the perilous, persistent 
drain on the Reichsbank’s gold re- 
serve, already suffering enough 
from the withdrawal of short-term 
credits abroad. Indicative of the 
extent to which some have czur- 
rendered to the panic psychosis is 
the fact that there are many appli- 
cations at banks for gold dollars— 
paper currency even of the Amer- 
ican issue having lost its appeal. 
Bankers have pointed out that 
there is no danger of another in- 
flation—the real danger being a 
credit crash—but their argument 
goes over the heads of the little 
people, who lost their life savings 
in the post-war inflation, and they 
go to the bank with what they can 
scrape together to ask for its 
equivalent in foreign money. 


Nationalist Opposition. 


The gloom in Government circles 
over France's disposition to make 
credit assistance to Germany con- 
tingent on political concessions has 
not been lightened any by the 
merging of the Hitler and Hugen- 
berg forces into a united National- 
ist opposition nor by the  subse- 
quent declaration of the Steel Hel- 
met organization that the Hoover 
moratorium is doomed to failure 
because with its present Govern- 
ment Germany is “at the mercy of 
the French policy of might.’

German Distress Is in Industrial 
Towns Off Beater Tourist Track 


Hundreds of Such Centers, With Most House- 
holds Jobless—Berlin and Scenic 
Points in Better Condition.

BERLIN, July 11.—American 
tourists returning from Germany 
this summer doubtless will be asked 
by their friends: “What did you 
gee of the distress among Ger- 
mans which brought affairs to such 
a critical pass and led President 
Hoover to propose with sudden and 
unexpected vigor a 12-month debts 
and reparations holiday?” 
And, if the returning tourists are 
conscientious, they probably will 
reply that they saw very little dis- 
tress among the  population—at 
least very little more than they 
could see at home. 
Such a reply would be entirely 
faithful to the facts easily observed 
during a brief stay in Berlin and 
several still briefer visits to some of 
the towns and cities long renowned 
among travelers for picturesqueness 
and historica] interest. But, never- 
theless, the reply would be mislead- 
ing, and for two reasons. 
In the first place, an imminent 
financial crash doesn’t warn the 
man on the street that it is about 
to happen. And, in the second 
place, Germany's greatest human 
distress is not in Berlin or in com- 
munities which practically live off 
the tourist traffic, but in obscure 
little villages and industrial towns 
scarcely if ever visited by an Amer- 
ican tourist. 
Example of German Distress. 
For example: Glashuette, Saxony, 
is a little industrial town south of 
Dresden specializing in the manu- 
facture of precision watches, chro- 
nometers and other precision instru- 
ments. The bread-winners of Gia- 
Shuette therefore may be classed as 
Skilled workers of a type rather 
above the average. 
The population is 3147 and there 
are in all 800 households. Of 
these 800 households 600 afe liv- 


ing today off the unemployment 
dole or cOmmunity aid, with more 
and more burden falling on the 
community because Federal unem- 
ployment insurance takes care of 
the jobless worker only for the 
first 26 weeks of his joblessness. 

Only three households out of ev- 
ery eight are able to say “Well, we 
still can earn our living.” 


Consequently Mayors of such 
towns telegraph appeals to Chan- 
cellor Bruening such as “we are 
at the end of the rope,” or “unless 
something happens soon our com- 
munity will collapse.” 

Others in Same Predicament. 

Glashuette is not an isolated 
case. There are hundreds of Ger- 
man towns in the same predica- 
ment. Those in which only one 
worker out of four is unemployed 
consider themselves lucky, They 
are hardly touched by the heavy 
hand of depression compared with 
the long list of snmtall industrial 
towns in which 50 per cent or 
more of the population lives as well 
as it can on unemployment dole or 
municipal relief. 

This is one reason why the Na- 
tionalist parties headed by Adolf 
Hitler and Alfred Hugenberg are 
able to command such great sup-

| man, 


YOUTH DROWNED 
TRYING 10 SWIM 
ACROSS MERAMEC 


i Cut “A. Poestner, Kisk- 


wood Student at Missouri 
U., Goes Down With 
Would-Be Rescuer. 


Attempting to swim across the 
Meramec River yesterday at Kief- 
fer’s Landing, near Osage Hills, 
Clark A. Poertner, 22 years old, a 
student in the University of Mis- 
souri, became exhausted and was 
drowned yesterday despite the ef- 
forts of his companion, William C.

Conley related that Poertner, 
whom he knew as a strong swim- 
mer, struck out first, but about 
midstream seemed to collapse and 
called back, “I’m all in. Help me.’’ 

“Just paddle along and take it 
easy,” Conley advised, swimming 
up to Poertner. “I'll help you.” 

Conley, supporting Poertner, 
shouted for help. A man paddled 
a canoe toward them, but, under 
Poertner’s weight, both youths 
sank. Under the water Conley lost 
his grasp, and neither he nor the 
man in the canoe was able to find 
Poertner. Others joined in the 
Search, while Conley, nearing ex- 
haustion, managed to swim ashore. 

The other swimmers recovered 
the body in 30 minutes. An inhala- 
tor was obtained and used for 45 
minutes. 

The funeral for Poertner, who 
had completed his second year in 
the University of Missouri and was 
a member of Pi Kappa Alpha fra- 
ternity, will be held at the Bopp 
parlors in Kirkwood at 2:30 p. m.

Dairy Plant and Barber 
Shop Wrecked in War 
Over Price Cutting—Six 
Other Stores Damaged.

BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 11.— 


Two persons were killed and 


injured here last night in milk and 
haircut price wars fought with 
bombs. 

A dairy plant was wrecked, a 
barber shop demolished and _ six 
other stores damaged by exploding 
missiles. 

Debris was thrown more than a 
block and a white man and a 
Negro were killed by a bomb 
thrown into the Pure Milk Co. 
plant by one of two men passing in 
an automobile. 

The dead were Ned Van Mer- 
canstein, 20 years old, white; and 
Richard Richardson, 11, Negro. 
Mercanstein was sitting across the 
street at the time of the explosion 
while the Negro boy was walking 
toward the milk plant. Those in- 
jured included some who were 
walking along the street or seated 
in automobiles parked nearby. 

T. H. Hansen, president of the 
milk company, estimated damage at 
$25,000. 

Some time after the milk plant 
explosion, a bomb was hurled in‘o 
a barbershop owned by J. D. Am- 
monds. It demolished the shop 
and damaged an adjoining jewe'ry 
store and barbershop and a nearby 
drug store, but no one was in- 
jured. Ammonds told police he 
had been warned by a committee 
several days ago that if he did not 
increase his charge for haircuts 
from 35 to 40 cents he should “not 
be surprised at anything that hap- 
pened.” 

The milk’ war started with the 
reduction in price by some com.- 
panies from 13% cents a quert to 
as low as ¥-cents. Some of the 
companies maintained the reduc- 
tion was in violation of an agree- 
ment negotiated by County Health 
Officer H. G. Dowling.

TESLA PREDICTS 
INTER-PLANETARY 
COMMUNICATION

Inventor Says He Has Plan 
to Send Energy to Other 
Worlds. 


By the Associated Press, 

NEW YORK, July 11.—Nicola 
Tesla, the inventor, in an interview 
on his seventy-fifth birthday yes- 
terday, said he had discovered a 
means Of transmitting thousands of 
horsepower of energy from one 
planet to another, which he be- 
lieves will open the way for inter- 
planetary communication. 

“Inter-planetary communication 
will certainly come some day,” he 
said, “and the certitude that there 
are other human beings in the uni- 
verse—working, suffering, strug- 
gling, like ourselves—will produce 
& magic effect on mankind and 
will form the foundation of a uni- 
versal brotherhood that will last 
as long as humanity itself.’’ 

“Then, you believe that life ex- 
ists on. other planets?” he was 
asked. “It is a mathematical cer- 
titude.”’ 

Asked if he had developed means 
for reaching other planets, he said: 
“I have developed a means that 
will make it possible for man to 
transmit energy in large amounts 
—thousands of horsepower—from 
one planet to another, absolutely 
regardless of distance. I have been 
leading a secluded life, one of con- 
tinuous concentrated thought and 
deep meditation. The question is 
whether my physical powers will be 
adequate to work my ideas out.”

DOHERTY VS. KANSAS. 
The hysterical attacks of Henry L. Doherty, head 
of the Cities Service Co., upon Gov. Woodring of Kan- 
sas and the Kansas City Star grew out of a cam- 
paign for a 10 per cent cut in natural gas rates. Rep- 
resentations were made to Mr. Doherty that, whereas 
the prices of wheat, corn, livestock, oil and other com- 
modities have been greatly reduced, gas rates remain 
at war level. The utility head was asked to agree to 
a voluntary rate reduétion, and Gov. Woodring asked 
for a yes or no answer within a limited period of 
time. At the end of the interval, Doherty’s attorneys 
asked for a postponement, which the Governor refused 
to grant. Shortly afterward an order was issued by 
the Kansas Banking Department barring from sale in 
that State all Cities Service curb stock except first 
preferred. (The order has since been restrained by 
the Shawnee County District Court.) 
Doherty thereupon addressed a long telegram to the 
Governor, broadcasting copies of it to Vice President 
Curtis, the National Better Business Bureau, Senator 
Capper, the United States Chamber of Commerce, the 
Kansas City Chamber of Commerce and the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association. The telegram was

Pennsylvania Senators are again being agitated by 
what is occurring in the “backward states.” The 
Land o’ Lakes Creameries, Inc., of Minneapolis, a 
co-operative dairy concern aided by a Federal loan 
under the Agricultural Marketing Act, is selling milk 
in Minneapolis at 10 cents a quart. It has the bless- 
ing not only of the dairy farmers, for whom it mar- 
kets both milk and butter, but of the union drivers 
and, not least, the consumers. 

Also, it operates a branch in Philadelphia, where 
it has caused & stir among competing wholesale deal- 
ers. These dealers, instead of meeting competition in 
the usual way, went to their Senators, who made rep- 
resentations to a Farm Board member, W. F. Schil- 
ling, himself a Minnesota dairyman, asserting that 
Land o’ Lakes, by means of aid from the Government, 
was engaging in “cut-throat” competition and extend- 
ing credit to uncertain risks, thereby imperiling the 
Government loan. 

Senator Reed referred to the loan as a Government 
subsidy and said the best method of relief was to re- 
peal the marketing act “and cut off the appropria- 
tions which make this sort of thing possible.” He 
was reminded that the co-operative loans were not 
subsidies. He might have been reminded, too, that 
the withdrawal of Government loans would be no in- 
surance against co-operatives. The answer to this 
menace is efficiency and modest profits.

In gathering evidence of this farm trend, 
the Manufacturers’ Record has received 
from various sources and sections facts 
of unmistakable significance in their bear- 
ing on the present situation and their fu- 
ture influence on business revival.

“Our farm sales for the first four months 
of 1931 are already over 50 per cent of the 
entire number of sales for last year,’’ Wood 
Netherland, president of the Federal Land 
Bank of St. Louis, reports. He adds: “Last 
year was the first in 10 in which the farm 
population has shown an increase.’” In the 
course of his business, Mr. Netherland has 
found a greater number of city people re- 
siding temporarily with country § friends 
than has been the case in some years, and 
many of these people, he feels, will not re- 
turn to the city, but will find permanent 
location in the country. 

“IT am firmly convinced that both our 
agricultural and industrial situations will 
near solution when the proper balance be- 
tween the farm and city population has 
been restored,”’ he concludes. 

“For the first four months of 1931, our 
farm sales increased about 25. per cent,” 
says A. G. Brown, president of the Federal 
Land Bank at Louisville, Ky. ‘‘Most of the 
buyers were local people living in the com- 
munities, while a few were folks who, hav- 
ing lived in cities, are giad of the oppor- 
tunity to go back to the farm.” 

* A a 

F. H. Daniel, president of the Federal 
Land Bank of Columbia, S. C., discussing 
sales of farm lands in the Carolinas, Geor- 
gia and Fiorida, reports that the bank sold 
in that territory $1,700,000 worth of farms 
in 1930. Mr. Daniel says: 

“Farm land is again being recognized as 
one of the safest investments that can be 
made. Every evidence points toward an 
awakening on the part of the people to the 
fact that farms are on the bargain counter, 
and when they are operated by people who 
know how to farm, they will not only pay 
the taxes and interest and make a living 
for the buyer, but pay a worthwhile divi- 
dend on the investment.” 

The trend to the farm may be attributed 
in the main to three factors: Farm land 
values now have reached a level attractive 
to purchasers, and money to finance such 
purchases is plentiful; second, farming is 
being placed more generally on a business 
basis, with prospects of satisfactory profit; 
third, the vicissitudes of urban life with the 
uncertain employment conditions have con- 
vinced many people that the normally reg- | 
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From the Manufacturers’ Record. 
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ular food supply and economic independence 
of the farmer are to be preferred. 

Under the first head, Dr. L. C. Gray of 
the Department of Agriculture cites the 
probability that “farm land valves have 
reached a level in many areas at which 
farmers could earn a fair return under a 
moderate improvement in prices of farm 
products.” The Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics adds, ‘“‘Average taxes per acre 
on farm real estate declined slightly in 
1930, compared with 1929, the first deeline 
in the 17 years of record.” 

Evidence that the farmer is working to 
establish agriculture on a strictly business 
basis also comes from the South. In a let- 
ter to the Manufacturers’ Record, G. W. 
Ray of the Dale Courity (Ala.) Farm Bu- 
reau, says: “Not a farmer believes but what 
‘work will do it’ and that supply and de- 
mand govern prices. They have done the 
work—made the supply—and now through 
organized effort are assisting to create a 
wider demand to take care of the increased 
supply.” 

On the experience of generations of his 
predecessors, the American farmer, as Mr. 
Ray indicates, is abandoning haphazard 
marketing operationsand plans to make dis- 
tribution as important a factor in his busi- 
ness as production. Even further, he sees 
that the development of demand is an out- 
standing element in successful distribution. 

+ ~ * 

This business-like movement in agricul- 
ture is of special moment on the eve of 
an anticipated composite crop valued at 
$12,000,000,000, The farmer is entitled to 
every penny of profit to which he may lay 
legitimate claim. Profit for the farmer, in- 
dividually and in the mass, spells propor- 
tionate profit for all other industries and 
for the country as a whole. The interest 
of banking in the success of agriculture, 
therefore, is easily understood. 

The trend toward agriculture is regarded 
largely as a “back-to-the-farm” movement. 
There is “likely lesa of the element of re- 
treat and refuge than usually is associated 
with such a movement,” to quote the words 
of the Florida Times-Union. 

“Most trials in the sphere of small farms 
have been by rural people brought up in 
the traditions of farming on extensive . 
lines,” says the Indianapolis News. ‘The 
urban citizen going to a small farm as an 
advance from the restraints of his own 
yard, and with an open mind and a habit 
of industry, may, if he is able to fihance 
himself in the venture, bring into use a. 
vast acreage as a source of livelihood.” 

The old drudgery of farm life, both in 
the home and in the field, has been eased 
in marked measure. Power machines 
largely replace the one-horse plow and 
other inefficient implements. Harvesting 
machines and other farm equipment are 
power driven. Electricity furnishes light 
and refrigeration, power for various pur- 
poses, even heat. Radio and mechanical 
musical instruments provide entertainment. 
The automobile brings the farm dweller 
and his neighbors and the towns into closer 
contact. Under diversified farming, a farm 
family can enjoy food products in wide 
variety and make money by selling the 
surplus.

WASHINGTON, July 11.—The 
Agriculture Department yesterday 
forecast bumper yields of corn and 
wheat, if the weather holds good, 
but saw a rather moderate produc- 
tion for other farm products. 
Drouth, heat and slight acreage re- 
ductions are responsible. 
The 1931 corn crop was estimat- 
ed at 2,976,953,000 bushels as com- 
pared with 2,094,000,000 last year, 
when the drouth took hea toll. 
The five-year average is 2,761,000,- 
000 bushels. 
Wheat farmers, already stagger- 
ing under the burden of overpro- 
duction and low prices, will pro- 
duce an estimated crop of 869,013,- 
000 bushels. In 1930 the produc- 
tion was 863,430,000. The  five- 
year average is 822,000,000 bushels, 
Drouth and heat have dried pas- 
tures, reduced milk production and 
cut into hay prospects. Spring 
wheat has been so adversely af- 
fected by lack of moisture, the sec- 
ond smallest production in 20 years 
is expected.

INCREASE IN SIZE, WEIGHT

— The 
Size and weight of parcel post 
packages are to be increased. The 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
yesterday granted authority to the 
Postoffice Department to raise the 
weight of packages to 70 pounds 
beyond the third zone and to in- 
crease size limits to 100 inches 
length and girth combined.

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Day Off Is Key to Soviet Calendar, 
With Numbers Supplanting Names 


Workers Mark Rest Periods in Red and|, 
Reckon Time From Them—Sundays 
Lose Their Significance.

MOSCOW, July 7.—In Soviet 
Russia the name of the day.of the 
week is without significance. In- 
stead, the populace figures its 
dates according to its day off. 

“The fifth day” is the key to 
the calendar so far as the present- 
day Russian is concerned. Ask 
any passerby in the street what 
day of the week it is and he will 
shake his head. But follow him 
to his home and you will find there 
a calendar on which he has placed 
a red mark on every fifth day. 
That signifies his day off under 
the Soviet five-day week. 

Starting with the first day of the 
month, if he happens to be on 
that particular schedule of days 
off, the worker will mark circles 
around the month’s numerals li, 
6, 11, 16, 21, 26 and so on. 

Fundamentally, the universal 
calendar still exists, although it is 
varied somewhat for Government 
and industrial purposes by the 
edoption of the 30-day month. One 
day in each of the seven 31-day 
months is considered an “extra 
day.” From these seven “extra 
days” are subtracted two to make 
up the difference of February. The 
net total of five “extra days” 1s 
required of each worker for Gov- 
ernment service in some form or 
another. 

In turn, the Government “pays 
back’”’ these five days by granting 
five days of national holiday; two 
for May day, two to commemorate

DISPUTE IN GREENLAND 
GOING TO WORLD COURT 


Denmark Will Make Appeal as 
Result of Norway’s Notice 
of Occupation. 


By the Associated Press. 
LONDON, July 11.—Norway andi 
Denmark, once united and long 
friendly, were involved in a dispute 
today over the sovereignty of the 
central part of Eastern Greefi- 
land’s icy wastes. 
King Haakon VII of Norway, at 
Oslo, has signed a formal declara- 
tion giving notice that Norway oc- 
cupies the territory lying between 
75:40 and 71:30 north latitude on 
the Eastern coast. An expedition 
of Norwegian hunters recently 
planted their flag in this region, 
claiming the land for Norway. 
The Danish Cabinet is consider- 
ing the situation. Foreign Minister 
Nunch issued a statement 
that Denmark would carry her cas» 
to the World Court at The Hague 
and was hopeful that the matter 
would be cleared up without strain- 
ing the ties between the two na- 
tions. 

Discovered by Eric the Red. 

It would have been more courite- 
ous if both nations had submitted 
the dispute to arbitration, he said, 
and Norway had not strengthened 
her claims by such summary ac- 
tion, sure to create bitterness 
amonyz the Danish people. 

The land was discovered by Eric 
the Red, a Norwegian, in 982 and 
he called it Greenland in order to 
entice Colonists to its shores. With 
the dissolution of the union between 
Norway and Denmark in 1814, Den- 
mark retained Greenland along 
with Iceland and the Faroe Islands. 
She restricted her sovereignty to 
the West Coast until 1917, when 
she claimed the entire island, there- 
by causing a disagreement with 
Norway over hunting and sealing 
rights which has lingered to this 
day. 

Position of Norway. 

The Norwegian Government's 

declaration of “occupation” states 
that Norway does not consider the 
1924 agreement entitles Denmark 
to exercise sovereign rights to the 
territory between Carlsberg Fijord 
and Bessel Fjord during the length 
of the agreement. 
“Denmark refused to accept this 
view and she proposed the matter 
be put to International arbitration,” 
the statement said. “It was of vital

Harold 8S. Williams of Taylor- 
ville was nominated as Republican

CHAINS ASK SUPREME COURT 
TO RECONSIDER TAX DECISION 


Establishes “Dangerous Principle,” 
Striking at Business Progress, 
— —— 


By the Associa 
W ASHINGTON. ~ July 11.—A new 


effort in behalf of chain stores to 
prevent states from imposing spe- 
cial taxes on them was made yes- 
terday in a petition that the Su- 
preme Court reconsider its recent 
5-to-4 decision sustaining the Indi- 
ana chain stores tax. 

The decision, the petition said, 
establishes a new and “dangerous 
principle which strikes at the fu- 
ture progress and growth of Amer- 
ican business, wholesale and re- 
tail.” Its far reaching consequences 
were not fully appreciated or fore- 
seen by the court, it added, assert- 
ing that the decision had placed no 
limitation on the power of states 
to increase the amount of taxation 
on the owners of chain stores to 
an “‘oppressive” extent and “to the 
point of destruction.” 

The grounds advanced for asking 
the rehearing was that the court 
had been under a misapprehension 
that chain stores enjoyed advan- 
tages over unit stores which war- 
ranted the tax imposed on them by 
Indiana. It was suggested that the 
case be sent back to the trial court

A Symptom of Difficulty 


INCE a large proportion of 
schools throughout the country 
have been making regular use of 
intelligence tests, a fact which, 
.many parents and teachers have in 
the past suspected has been made 
certain. 

It is the fact that many chil- 
dren are not making the best pos- 
sible use of their mental equip- 
ment In every school there are 
found a few cases of youngsters 
possessing a superior intelligence 


records in their school work, and 
who afe often behavior problems 
as well. 


‘This discrepancy between 
achievement and ability may be 
due to one of two things. 

It may be that the child has not 
been properly placed in his class. 
The work is so easy for him that 
he is bored. 

The remedy for this is relatively 
simple. Special rooms for children 
who are above avérage in mental 
ability are the best solution. If 
the child .is large and strong for 
his age, he may simply be pushed 
ahead a grade. 

But where the child has been 
correctly placed in his class, the 
discrepancy between ability and 
achievement points to a preoccupa- 
tion with emotional conflicts which 
absorb his energies. 

Such a case calis for‘ careful 
study not only of the school situa- 
tion, but of the honre as well. An- 
tagonisms and obvious lack of har- 
mony within the family, jealousy 
of a brother or sister—any one of 
the dozen’ of things which upset 
a sensitive child—may be enough 
to prevent him rrom using his 
good brains to proper advantage. 
The tendency is to feel that if a 
bright child is not doing good 
school work, he should simply be 
compelled to do betrer.

First Aid in Drowning 
O describe in a health column 
T ex methods of instituting arti- 
ficial breathing is like teaching 
swimming by correspondence, but 
it can be done if one follows in- 
structions. 


There are several methods of in- 
ducing artificial respiration, but 
the simplest and most effective is 
or 
Shafer method. It is applied as 
follows: 


The body is placed face down- 
ward with a roll of clothing placed 
under the stomach. One arm is 
the other bent 
to form a rest for the head. 


The head is turned to one side, 
the mouth opened and the tongue 
puHed out so as to establish a clear 
passage to the lungs. The fingers 
are inserted into the motth and 
poked gently as far as the larynx 
to make sure no foreign bodies are 
obstructing the air passage. 


The person administering artifi- 
cial respiration straddles the body 
with his knees to the level of the 
thigh. Both handg are spread over 
the lower part of the patient’s back 
with the thumbs nearly touchnig 
spine. The arms are held. some- 
what stiff. . 

The operator then presses for- 
ward with the weight of his body 
on the arms. - The lower ribs are 
compressed downward and inward 
und the weight is then lifted and 
the ribs allowed to relax without 
lifting the hands away from the 
patient’s body. 

This swinging movement should 
be carried on rhythmically at the 
rate of 15 times a minute. 
Artificial respiration should not 
be given up until it has been ap- 
plied for at least 45 minutes. 
Though we sometimes read of 
persons who have been revived aft- 
er having been submerged for as 
long as one-quarter of an hour, 
few live after having been in the 
water for more than five minutes. 
Those who, because of fainting 
or becoming paralyzed through 
fright, sink without filling their 
lungs with water are much more 
likely to be resuscitated.
